CORONER'S INQUEST ON C F. STRANG. 

The coroner’s jury which has been 
investigating the death of the late 
Colin F. Strang, who died om the 1%hb 
of December last, only just completed 
their sitting on Monday, when 4 ver- 
éict was brought in completely exoner- 
ating all persons from the slightest 
shadow of suspicion and atiributing the 
death to the natural causes from which 
it was dae. The sitting of the jury 
sad. beea protracted and the rendering 
of the verdict delayed throwgh inabil- 
ity. of the coroner \o procure a proper 
analysis of the contents of the stomach. 
An analysis was first mad> here; but 


stomach, in charge of gne of the jury- 
men, was sent to Winnigeg for analysis 
by the government analyisi there. This 
necessitated a month’s delay. After 
completing his “xamination the analy- 
ist reported to the department of jus- 


tice at Ovtawa, and the degartment, | 


thereugon, advised the crown prose- 
cu.oy and corbner here of the result, 
namely, that no-hing of a suspicious 
nature had been found.- Another six- 
ting of the jury was then held for <he 
purpose of rendering a verdict, The

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A QUARANTINE OSPITAL. 

The municipal councils of Stratb- 
coaa and Edmonton, «and the medica! 
men of the two ‘owns met in the coun- 
cil chamber here o2 Saturday night 
to ciscucts and consider the question 
of sxucicg a building to be used as 
a quaraniia> hospital, - gk 

An o2fer d? the H, B. Co. was read, 
offering the big house, (at present used 
by the toboggan club) near the com- 
pany’s fort, to the health and relief 
committee of the Edmonion town coun- 
ci', for $25 por month. The author- 
ities to keep the place in repair, and 
also to keep drains in repair so that 
water could not run down to fart 
buildings. Provided that should the 
H. B. Co. deride that the place was nit 
fit for cocupation afier its use as a 
quarantine lospital, it should be bought 
by the council at a price, in! case of dis- 
gute, to be fixed by arbitrations Also 
the golf ani toboggan clubs to be com- 
fensated for any injury sustained by 
them. The agreement was found ac- 
boptable and, signed by, the councils of 
the two towns. 


As to edst of acquiring and main- 
taining hospital, the following motion 
was passed: “That the cost of estab- 
lishment and furnishing the quaran- 
tine hospital, including all rent, be 
divided between the two towns  ac- 
sording to fopulation; Thai the cost 
of maintenanise be divided according 
to the pavients treated from the two 
municipalities; and that, if it is neces- 
sary to purchas> the building, the cost 
b= eqaill; divided. Vopulation to be 
based as 3,000 for Edmonten and 1,500 
foc Stratheona.” 

Dr. Roy was appointed plysician in 
change of the building, and the services 
of the Sisters of Chariiy, as nurses, 
were accepted.

THE DIAGNOSIS OF SMALL POX. 


Dr. Benjamin Lee, secretary ef the 


state bourd of bealih, writing in the } 


Philadelphia Medica! Journal, says: 
The presence of small pox at several 
different points in this State at the 
present time, and the fact that) many 
physicians have failed io recognize the 
tru? nature of tha discase oni its first 
appearance, makes a few remarks on 
this subject appropriate. the 
disease was first reported in Bedford 
County, in the month of November, 
1898, it has madly its appearance jn{ 21 
counties and more than 100 different 
jovalities. The cumber of cases regort- 
ed, has been about 900 and the rumber 
of deaths i, What firs: strikes one in 
<o.sidering this siavement is the ex- 
treme mildnvss of the diseage, ithe mor- 
tality baing asonishingly low, At the 
sam> tim, the fac: that fatal cases 
have occurred is sufficient to exclude 
the diagnosis of chicken pox and im- 
petigo contagiosa, Ii can readily be 
uudersioal, however, thai the precti- 
tioasr might easily be thrown off his 
guard by this peculiarity of the epi- 
d-mic, When, in additidn to uhis, it 
is torn> in mind that, owing ta the 
beneficient infiuence of vaccination 
small pox has boeome a disease of very 
infrequent @ecurrence in this S- ate, 
thas’ making it impossible for the grent 
majority ef practitioners to have had 
an Opportunity of personally scudying 
the affection, 1. would have been rath- 
er ta b2 expected than otherwise that 
th:y should fail

M. Welch, surgeon in 
charge of the munizigal hospital of 
Philadelphia, a physician who is con- 
fessedly the authority on this 
jact in the Unived States. I beg leave 
to Lotroduo> his repori in full: 

“Dear Sir: After a careful examin- 
atto.a of a 1umber of cases of an erup: 
live disease vow existing in varicus 
towns and boroughs adjacent to Pitts- 
burg. coaverning which, 1 am informed 
there has been some question ag io the 
diagnosis, | have no hesitation in say- 
iog that the affection is small pox, lt 
is exceedingly mild in character—so 
mild, indeed, that 
usual symptoms are either absent’ er 
so indistinctly marked as io be over- 
losked. W herever smal! pox has re- 
cently prevailed in this councry it has 
uviformly ‘been of the same unusually 
mild type. It seems scarcely pogsible 
that a diseas: so fatal as small pox

Ocdisarily is can continu: very long 
wil hou assuming its characteristic 
severity. Possibly a change of type 


may b. seen on the approach of co:d 
weather, It is, however, of vital im- 
portance that the true nature of this 
malady should be recognized, and that 
every effort possible should be made 
to stamp it cult before winter sets ip, 
or before a change of type occurs.” 

After so authori:ative a statement 
as this, the p.ysicians who derives his 
knowledge of the disease estirely from 
Looks, ot who has seen al the mogi 
but o2e or two cases in the course of 
his exprriemce, wi!l have abso ’utely 
no excuse for committing ihe error re- 
ferred ta, 

The warning conveyed in Dr. Welch's 
report of the danger (bat the affeetion 
my assume greater virulence with the 
approach of cold weather, should nat 
b> unheeded. (What is p:0»ably meant 
is moist, damp cold—not dry like ours, 
—Ed.) The oaly safety exists in the 
prompt reporting io the health ay- 
thorities, either Jocal or state, of every 
auspicious cas? of eruptive disease 
which the practitioner cannot, with the 
utmost confidence, pronounce ia be 
either scarlatina, or measles, and uniil 
the diagnosis, if in dombt, has been 
POitively determiced by a physi ian, 
deputed by a health authority. ibe en- 
forcement of strict. quarantine, not 
only of the patient, but of the house 
and the inmates thereof, 

The symptoms which should put <he 
practitioner on his guard are: A pro- 
dromic period of more than 24 bours< 
the immediate abatement of the pro- 
dromic symptoms on the appearance of 
the eruption; the firm, shot-iike sensa- 
tion conveyed to the finger by the 
pipules; The tendency of the eruption 
iO appear on exposed surfaces to a 
greater extent than on protected sur- 
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faces; the agppearance of an areola, 


however, slight, around the vesicle; the. 


persistence of the marks left by the 
falling off of the scabs for a considery 
able period of time, and the pigmen:a- 
tion.of the marks; the appearance’ of 
the pustules within the mouth, on the 
eye .oa the palms of the hands and the 
soles of the feet, are extremely. valu- 
able corrotorative Se 5 ga  Ab- 
solutely no weight should be given to 
the absence of the so-called character- 
istic “small pox odor” or to the ab- 
sence of the secondary suppurative 
fever. While these sympioms have 
been observed ia manly cases during the 
past few months, yet, in many other 
cases, equally well-marked as small 
pox, they have been absent. 

The alert watchfujnegs of family prac- 
titioners, and their hearty co-operation 
in) the efforts cf the health authorities 
td stamp out this infection, is carnest- 
ly to be desired, and will, undoubtedly, 
accomplish this result before the ad- 
vent of the winter season. :

Canadians" haye a, peculiar interest 
in Albavi. Slie is Canadian. The 
world has an interest in Albani. She 
is cosing¢politan. When she sings in 
the ‘Crystal Palace the world listens. 

As an all round exponent of vucal 
music in its broadest sensa the great 
French-Canadian diva has probably no 
living superior of Ser Sex. Her rend- 
ering of “I know that my Redeemer 
liveth,” from the world’s greatest ora- 
torio is typically Albani’ and essential- 
ly great. [tis im that perhaps that 
the great humanii'y of Albani's work 
finds its master expression. I can re- 
call n¢ work of bers which so complete- 
ly caught up her personality and made 
it live to her audience, There are sing- 
ers who sing tnat solo as pure techni- 
que. Handel never wroie the master- 
piece for such singers. The happy un- 
ion of passion with the perfect control 
of religious devotion is attained by 
but here and there a singer, Iv de- 
mands temperament more than techni- 
que. Yet there are oratorio singers 
whose temperament ruins the religious 
masterpiece, The technician spoils it 
with mechanism. The listener is con- 
scious of an infinite weries of vocal ex- 
ercises summed ugi in a single effort. 
The temperamentalist kills it with 
fire. The audience feels it as a piece 
of grand opera; all passion, no repose, 
It remains for the great oratorio singer 
to strike Uhe happy medium between 
technique and temperament. Such a 
sluger is Albani..
